!  present  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  1945.  The  most  important  national  event 
during  the  year  was,  of  course,  the  termination  of  the  war. 
Although  the  Hospital  was  included  in  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Scheme,  it  was  fortunately  not  called  upon  to  admit  service 
casualties.  Nevertheless,  the  Hospital  has  played  its  part  by  being 
prepared  for  possible  eventualities  and  carrying  on  with  its  normal 
activities  under  difficult  circumstances. 

I  have  to  report  some  changes  in  the  membership  of  the 
Board  during  the  year.  Mr.  Alex.  Elliot  found  it  necessary,  mainly 
on  account  of  poor  heatth,  to  relinquish  his  post  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board  in  February,  and  it  was  with  profound  regret  that  we 
learnt  of  his  death  on  14th  November  1945.  An  appreciation  of 
tire  valuable  services  he  has  rendered  to  the  Hospital  over  a  long 
period  or  years  has  been  placed  on  record  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
joint  Board.  Mr.  Elliot  was  succeeded  as  Chairman  by  Mr.  T.  H. 
Murray,  who  has  also  become  the  Board’s  representative  on  the 
North  Eastern  Regional  Hospitals  Advisory  Council,  on  the  Tyneside 
Divisional  Committee  of  that  Council,  and  on  the  North  Eastern 
Area  Committee  of  the  British  Hospitals  Association.  Early  in  the 
year  Mr.  T.  Ferguson  and  Mr.  F.  B.  George  were  nominated  by  the 
Trustees  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital  to  succeed  Mr.  W.  L.  Gibson 
(resigned)  and  Mr,  j.  R.  Ashby  (deceased),  respectively. 

The  Board’s  congratulations  were  extended  to  Councillor  T. 
Benfold  on  his  appointment  to  be  a  Commander  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Order  of  the  British  Empire,  to  Councillor  R.  Shotton  on 
his  elevation  to  the  Aldermanic  Bench,  and  to  Mr.  E.  Atkinson,  on 
his  election  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Joint  Board  was  requested 
by  the  County  Council  to  give  consideration  to  the  question  of 
preparing  a  programme  of  capital  works  to  be  undertaken  at  the 
Hospital  during  the  five  years  commencing  1st  April,  1946  and,  after 
detailed  consideration  by  a  Special  Sub-Committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  a  sum  of  £5,098  was  approved  by  the  Board  for 
inclusion  in  such  programme. 

it  is  with  regret  that  I  hav®  to  record  that,  on  the  decision 
ot  the  General  Nursing  Council,  the  Hospital’s  affiliation  as  a  Train¬ 
ing  School  with  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Sunderland,  ended  on  27th 
July,  1945.  in  response  to  the  Board’s  protest  against  this  decision, 
the  General  Nursing  Council  suggested  that  they  would  be  prepared 
to  give  sympathetic  consideration  to  an  application  for  the  Hospital 
to  be  recognised  as  wards  of  an  Approved  Training  School,  but  the 
suggestion  was  not  approved  by  the  Joint  Board. 

With  regard  to  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital,  I  have  to 
record  the  return  to  duty  on  1st  August,  1945  of  Mr.  A.  Hedley 
Whyte,  D.S.O.,  M.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  Consulting  Surgeon,  after  his  service 
in  the  Army.  The  Joint  Board’s  thanks  were  tendered  to  Mr. 
Weldon  Watts  for  his  services  as  Acting  Consulting  Surgeon  during 
Mr.  Whyte’s  absence.  I  have  again  to  report  that  it  has  not  yet 
been  possible  to  secures  the  services  of  a  House  Surgeon.  Dr.  G. 
Ewen  is  still  acting  in  this  capacity.  The  Joint  Board  has  given 
consideration  to  an  application  from  Dr.  Wm.  Hunter  for  an  increase 
of  salary,  and  has  recommended  the  County  Council  to  approve  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  £250  per  annum  as  from  1st  January,  1946. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary,  on  several  occasions,  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  the  very  serious 
shortage  of  midwives  at  the  Hospital,  and  the  position  at  the  end 
of  the  year  had  not  improved. 

The  insurances  of  the  Hospital  have  been  under  review  and 
'•p  May  the  existing  cover  in  respect  of  the  Cornish  Boiler  was 
extended  from  £4,000  to  £6,000. 
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The  Joint  Board  has  received  an  invitation  to  join  with  the 
voluntary  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Durham  and  the  North  Riding 
of  Yorkshire  in  sharing  the  use  of  a  proposed  Convalescent  Home 
at  Barnard  Castle,  and  the  Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretary  have 
been  appointed  to  attend  any  meetings  called  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  matter. 

Opportunity  was  taken  during  the  year  to  make  various 
adjustments  in  the  wages  and  cost-of-living  bonus  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  Hospital  staff.  These  covered  an  increase  in  the 
wages  of  the  domestic  staff  as  from  1st  January,  1945  ;  an  increase 
of  10/-  per  week  from  1st  April,  1945.  in  the  wages  paid  to  the 
engineer  ;  and  the  payment  of  an  increased  cost-of-living  bonus  to 
certain  members  of  the  staff  as  from  1st  April,  1945. 

A  revised  scale  of  allowances  to  the  staff  during  sickness, 
similar  to  that  approved  by  the  County  Council,  to  operate  from 
1st  January,  1945,  has  been  adopted  by  the  Joint  Board. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  was  626,  which  is  120  cases  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
these,  288  were  admitted  to  the  surgical  wards  and  338  to  the 
maternity  wards,  the  comparable  figures  for  1944  being  359  and 
387,  respectively.  The  average  stay  per  patient  in  the  surgical 
wards  was  10.8  days,  and  in  the  maternity  wards  12.7  days,  compared 
with  8.6  days  and  13.6  days,  respectively,  during  1944. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  at  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  was  727.  which  is  an  increase  of  129  cases  compared  with 
the  figure  for  the  previous  twelve  months. 

In  the  maternity  wards  342  babies  were  born  to  336  mothers, 
there  being  6  sets  of  twins.  During  1944  there  were  385  births. 

There  were  3  deaths  during  1945,  which  represents  a  death 
rate  of  .48%  of  the  admissions,  compared  with  a  rate  of  .67%  during 
the  preceding  year. 
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The  surgical  out-patient  department  attendances  show  a 
slight  increase,  the  number  being  798  compared  with  779  for  1944. 
The  number  of  re-attendances,  was  526.  The  out-patient  attend¬ 
ances  in  the  maternity  department  were  405  and  the  re-attendances 
532,  while  those  registered  in  the  gynaecological  department  were 
104  and  50,  respectively.  The  total  out-patient  attendances  at  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  therefore  numbered  2.415. 

The  work  of  the  X-ray  department  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  year,  the  number  of  radiographs  being  327  for  236 
patients  :  the  figures  for  1944  v/ere  408  for  294  patients. 

As  we  have  not  yet  been  fortunate  enough  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  masseur  or  masseuse,  the  work  done  in  the  physio¬ 
therapy  department  has  been  limited  to  56  electrical  treatments 
during  the  year. 

The  voluntary  efforts  of  the  Special  Appeals  Committee  and 
the  Hospital  Auxiliary  Committee  still  continue  with  unabated 
enthusiasm  and  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to  them  for  their 
devoted  efforts  in  this  respect.  The  total  raised  by  the  Special 
Appeais  Committee  for  this  year  amounted  to  £604  0s.  lid  and  by 
the  Hospital  Auxiliary  Committee  £995  9s.  lOd.  The  Hospital  also 
continues  to  enjoy  the  support  of  many  organisations  and  individ¬ 
uals,  and  their  help  is  much  appreciated. 

Attached  hereto  are  certain  medical  data  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  during  1945,  the  Matron’s  report,  and  the 
Honorary  Treasurer’s  financial  statement. 

in  conclusion,  !  desire  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Joint  Board,  to  the  Matron  and  her 
staff,  the  Honorary  Treasurer  and  all  who  have  helped  not  only 
during  this  year  under  review,  but  throughout  the  years  of  war  just 
ended.

i  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1945. 

NURSING  STAFF. — There  is  increasing  difficulty  in  keeping 
the  number  of  personnel  necessary  to  run  the  hospital  efficiently. 
The  shortage  of  trained  nurses  and  continued  shortage  of  midwives 
is  making  the  work  difficult.  We  are  short  of  3  midwives  and  2 
staff  nurses. 

DOMESTIC  STAFF. — The  number  is  increased  by  1,  and 
there  have  been  some  changes. 

LAUNDRY. — This  department  continues  to  work  satis¬ 
factorily. 

HOUSEKEEPING. — The  average  number  of  persons  fed  per 
day.  during  the  year  was  50.1.  The  average  cost  of  feeding  the 
patients  and  staff  was  l/4d,  per  head  per  day. 

JAM. — We  were  unable  to  make  any  jam,  but  we  bottled  a 
quantity  of  fruit  from  the  garden. 

EQUIPMENT  AND  RENEWALS.— Replacements  of  bedding, 
clothing  and  other  equipment  have  been  made  and  are  all  in  good 
condition. 

GARDEN. — We  have  had  a  very  poor  supply  of  fruit  and 
vegetables. 

HENS.— The  hens  laid  913  eggs,  a  decrease  of  184  on  last 
year’s  number.  We  have  18  hens  and  6  ducks  now.  An  increase 
of  6  hens  and  6  ducks. 

-  -  REFRIGERATORS.— These  continue  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

LINEN  LEAGUE.— This  continues  to  do  good  work,  and  we 
are  indebted  to  these  ladies  who  continue  to  keep  up  the  supply 
of  infants’  clothing. 

THE  SPECIAL  APPEALS  COMMITTEE  continues  to  be  very 
helpful. 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  with  much  pleasure  the  help  I  have 
received  from  the  members  and  officials  of  the  hospital,  from  the 
nursing  and  medical  staff  and  from  all  the  many  friends  who  con¬ 
tinue  to  give  such  loyal  support.
